2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

Invention of extracting funnels from at least one clickstream representing an ordered 
path of successively viewed web pages wherein such user history is stored in one or 
more tree structures that is traversed to characterize the user funnel with the 
considerations of depth, width, initiating point and terminating page. 

The closest prior art (Cooperman et al, U.S. Pub 2003/0115191) teaches an 
efficient and cost-effective content provider for customer relationship management 
(CRM) that effectively steers a user to relevant stored documents using word or text 
features that are extracted from the user query language. If the clickstream concept of 
the applicant were imposed on Cooperman, the content search would fail to establish 
relevancy to the needs of the user.
